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As  in  other  vuar  years,,  this  Report  is  presented 
in  an  abbreviated  interim  form  as  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Infectious  Diseases  were  present  in  considerable 
variety,  but  in  no  type  was  there  any  approach  to 
epidemic  conditions.  Whooping  Gough  manifested  itself 
in  the  largest  numbers  and  this  may  be  accounted  for  by 
its  prevalence  in  the  neighbouring  town  with  spread  to 
the  moire  industrial  parts  of  the  area.  Measles  was 
very  infrequent  following  a  year  of  attack  with  this 
complaimt.  Thera  was  little  change  in  the  frequency  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  the  total  showing  a  slight  decline. 
Diphtheria  was  almost  completely  absent,  the  one  case 
occurring  in  an  adult.  These  diseases  are  dealt  with 
in  a  tabulated  form  in  the  relevant  section  of  this 
Report . 

The  total  for  Tuberculosis  continues  to  show  an 
increase  for  all  cases,  more  marked  in  the  non-pulmonary 
section.  This  may  be  due  in  some  measure  to  increased 
population,  segregation,  and,  possibly,  to  the  aftermath 
of  war.  The  Death  Rate  for  pulmonary  disease  is  constant 
with  that  of  the  country. 

Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  above 
that  generally  prevailing,  while  th6  deaths  in  infants 
are  also  above  the  average.  The  general  Death  Rate  is 
slightly  above  that  for  England  and  Wales.  During  the 
year  there  wore  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  are  dealt  with  in  sections 
of  the  Report. 

Housing  has  had  priority  and  preparations  have  been 
made  and  plans  are  in  hand  to  meet  the  calls  for  new 
homes  when  material  and  labour  become  available.  With 
this  is  associated  the  extension  of  general  services  and 
improvements  in  sewerage  are  planned  together  with  a 
widening  of  the  scope  of  the  water-carriage  system. 

The  Medical  Officer  takes  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for  their  support 
and  collaboration  during  the  year.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE.  The  District  still  has  to  depend  on 

adjacent  Authorities  for  the  transfer  ,tof  patients  from 
one  part  to  another.  Some  fivo  ambulances  come  within 
the  radius  of  the  District  and  each  has  been  called  on 
at  times.  It  might  appear  that  with  this  number  of 
vehicles,  potentially  available,  there  Would  be  a 
sufficiency  to  meet  all  requirements,  but  contain 
difficulties  have  been  met  with  in  the  twelve  months; 
principally  through  war  service  and  the  difficulty  in 
maintaining  running  repairs,  ambulances  have  been  forocd 
off  the  road  and  at  times  no  more  than  ono  of  the  five 
has  been  able  to  bo  used,  this  over  the  widor  area. 

This  uncertainty,  together  with  difficulties  in  servicing 
in  transit,  and  the  varying  charges  made  by  tho  individual 
Authorities,  has  promptod  this  Council  to  interest 
themselves  in  tho  possibility  of  securing  some  form  of 
amalgamation  of  ambulance  servico  in  tho  more  industrial 
part  of  tho  N.  E.  Area,  the  whole  to  be  worked  from 
some  central  depot.  If  this  scheme  wore  able  to  be 
carried  through,  it  is  considered  that  better  vohiclos 
could  bo  put  into  use,  uniformity  of  charges  could  be 
made  (the  possibility  of  a  freo  servico  has  been  visualised) 
a  service  with  the  primary  consideration  the  patient 
would  be  offered  and  altogether  there  would  bo  greater 
efficiency  in  this  department . 

MORTUARY  SERVICE.  No  change  has  boon  mado  in  this.  A  joint 
scheme  in  which  tho  Newport  and  Wellington  Urban  Councils 
aro  intorestod  in  largo  measure  moots  tho  noods  of  tho 
Rural  Aroa.

Authority  has  had  to  call  on  him  to  doal  with  four 
considerable)  outbreaks,  arising  in  tho  industrial 
part  of  tho  area.  In  association  with  this,  tho 
Sanitary  Inspoctor  carriod  out  tests  with  a  viGW  to 
as sos sing  tho  numbor-s  of  this  vermin  involvod.  Apart 
from  the  above  tho  Council  has  contractod  with  t  hG  County 
Authority  to  control  tho  sowago  works  and  rofuso  tips 
and  those  havo  rocoivod  periodic  attention. 

In  homos  sovoral  cases  of  bugs  havo  boon  reported  and  tho so 
casos  havo  boon  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  DopartmGnt, 
using  Zaldocido,,  By  tho  same  mot  hod  clothos  and  bodding 
havo  boon  troatod,  As  such  incidents  ariso,  as  a  rulo 
in  homos  of  tho  poorest  classos,  it  might  appear  woifth 
considering  tho  wholosalo  disinfestation  of  the  movoablos 
from  such  prior  to  their  removal  to  now  Council  proporty 
when  rohousing. 

SC  AVENG-  ING.  In  tho  area  sorvod  thoro  has  boon  maintained  a 
rogular  fortnightly  collection.  Whilo  no  now  parishes 
havo  boon  included  in  this  schomo,  an  incroasod  number 
of  housos  havo  boon  schodulod  in  tho  rounds  and  whilo 
it  is  folt  dGsirablG  that  tho  wholo  district  should  bo 
includod  in  this  undertaking,  difficulties  in  securing 
sufficient  labour  procludos  total  advancement.  Howovor, 
it  is  hopod  that  a  stop  in  this  diroction  may  bo  nado 
shortly  by  tho  inclusion  of  tho  paris hos  of  Chotwynd  Aston, 
Church  Aston,  Wrock.vard5.no  and  Admast on  in  a  rogular 
sorvico . 

Dospito  tho  severity  of  tho  wintor,  no  major  difficulties 
have  boon  mot  with  and  thoro  havo  boon  no  noticoablo 
do  lays  on  tho  rounds. 

At  tho  tips  tho  disposal  is  controlled,  as  far  as  possiblo, 
and  in  ono  ease  only  has  this  disposal  given  riso  to 
complaint.  This  at  tho  Donnington  Wood  sito  aroso  through 
a  fly  nuisanco  causing  considerable  inc onvonionco  to 
s  omG  rosidonts  in  that  vicinity.  In  somo  moasuro  this 
trouble  aroso  from  uncontrolled  disposal  by  privato 
individuals  and  with  tho  adoption  of  morG  stringont 
rogulations,  together  with  additional  fencing,  this 
difficulty  would  appear  to  have  bGon  ovorcomo. 

In  common  with  tho  country  gonorally,  a  scarcity  of 
replacements  for  wornout  dustbins  has  bGon  oxporioncod 
and  this  has  not  boon  mitigatod  by  tho  practico  of 
householders  in  making  uso  of  their  rocoptaclos  to  got 
rid  of  wot  organic  mattor.  This  bosidos  causing  a  rapid 
dotoriorati on  of  tho  bin  is  a  nuisanco  to  the  collector 
and  gives  grounds  for  complaint. 

SALVAGE .  Council  labour  undertakes  this  work.  Tho  sorvico 

varios,  in  somo  casos  a  fortnightly  colloction  is 
nooossary  whilo  in  othors  it  is  onco  a  month  or  on 
ro quest.  It  has  boon  found  that  tho  total  colloctod 
Is  diminishing  end  with  tho  withdrawal  of  scrap  iron 
and  rubbor,  tho  loads  now  compriso  papor,  rags  and  bonos . 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  tho  costings  of  this  sorvico 
but  it  Is  probablo  that  horo  is  a  slight  loss  on  tho  wholo. 

In  addition  to  tho  aforosaid,  a  book  drivo  was  hold  and 
ovor  48,000  volumes  wore  gathered  togothor.  Of  thoso, 

5,000  word  sont  to  tho  Forces,  400  to  Librarios  and  tho 
largo  remainder  to  salvago. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Tho  Sanitary  Inspoctor  roports 


Sovoral  mattors  arG  worthy  of  particular  attontion  in  this 
connection.  Sanction  has  bGGn  obtained,  for  tho  oroction 
of  a  now  pumping  housG  and  pumping  plant  for  No.  2  Boroholo 
at  Li  lies  ha  11  (tho  Council’s  main  undertaking)  and  for 
tho  oroction  of  a  now  pumping  station,  automatic  pump 
with  provision  of  a  2”  main  to  Now  Works.  This  to  take 
water  from  thG  Dawloy  supply  by  way  of  Lawloy. 

By  tho  ond  of  tho  yGar  contracts  had  boon  ontorod  into  for 
both  t  hoso  schomos.  When  tho  preposod  works  at  Lilloshall 
aro  complotod  it  will  bo  possible  to  pump  at  tho  rato  of 
72,000  gallons  por  hour,  an  incroaso  of  some  24,000  por  hour 
ovor  tho  prosont  pumping  rato,  Tho  schGmo  for  Now  Works  will 
satisfy  a  much  noodod  want  which  has  boon  tho  subjoct  of 
complaint  for  a  numbor  of  years.  From  this  sGrvico  a  numbor 
of  housos  in  tho  Borough  of  Wonlock  will  also  bo  suppliod 
with  a  main  wator  sorvico . 

During  tho  yoar  work  was  commoncod  by  tho  Wollington  Town 
on  tho  laying  of  a  l0n  main  from  this  Council's  wator 
supply  at  tho  Humbors  (Lilloshall).  This  main  is  t  o  bo 
laid  by  way  of  Horton  and  Loogomory  to  Had  lay. 

Tho  major  portion,  whilG  it  will  bo  in  tho  s  t  atut ory  w  atcr 
aroa  of  that  Authority,  will  run  through  tho  Rural  Council's 
District  and  should  bo  of  much  bonofit  in  supplying 
proportios  on  its  way. 

Soma  Df  tho  privato  wator  undertakings  in  tho  district  aro 
still  causing  concern.  Tho  quality  of  that  to  Kynnorsloy 
is  variablo  and  must  bo  rogardod  as  unsatisfactory.  It  is 
hopod  that  tho  Humbor* s  main  montionod  abovo  may  be  ablo  to 
supply  an  oxtonaion  at  Preston  and  so  ovorcomc  tho  difficulty 
t  ha  t  Kynno  r  s  lo  y  n  ow  exp  or  i o  nc  o  s  . 

At  Rodon  tho  supply  of  potablo  wator  of  roasonabla  quality 
has  boon  thG  subject  of  discussion  with  tho  ownors  of  this 
sorvico  and  it  is  anticipated  that  tho  outc omo  will  bG  tho 
provision  of  wator  of  unquestionable  purity  to  tho  consumer. 

Tho  moro  scattcrod  rural  areas  aro  dopondunt  on  wo  11s  and 
springs.  Tho  quality  of  soma  of  thoso  has  boon  invostigatod 
and  a  numbor  of  unsatisfactory  roports  havo  boon  rGcoivod. 
Toroliovo  thoso,  directions  havo  boon  givon  to  cloanso  in 
somo  cases  or  to  provido  now  supplios.  Such  difficulties 
aro  common  to  rural  communities  and  aro  not  to  bo  oasily 
ovorcomo.  Howovor,  tho  County  Authority  has  in  mind  tho 
adoption  of  a  gonoral  sc  homo  with  linkago  and  inter¬ 
communication,  and  if  this  plan  can  bo  carriod  out,  thoro 
aro  hotter  prospocts  for  tho  moro  isolatod  residents. 

OVGr  tho  district  generally  Int orr uptions  necessitating 
ropairs  havo  boon  doalt  with  by  tho  Wator  Enginoor  and  havo 
givon  riso  to  little  difficulty. 

Wator  is  chlorinatod  at  tho  main  pumping  station  at  Lilloshall 
It  is  tostod  at  regular  Intervals  in  tho  chlorinatod  stato 
and  tho  rosults  have  boon  consistently  good.  No  groat  chango 
has  boon  mado  from  that  r op  or tod  in  1943  ontho  numbor  of 
proportios  suppliod  by  stand-pipos. 

SEWERAGE  ce  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  Tho  Sanitary  Inspector  reports 

During  tho  yoar  work  has  procoodcd  ontho  extension  of  thG 
disposal  works  at  Donnington,  foroshadowod.  In  tho  Roport 
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of  1943,  and.  by  tho  ond  of  that  terra  it  was  practically 
completed.  With  this  the  Council  now  have  a  modern 
efficient  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  128,000  gallons 
of  sewage  per  day  and  meeting  all  the  needs  of  the 
District  served.  Tho  maintenance  of  these  works  should 
present  no  great  difficulty.  The  disposal  of  the  sludge, 
always  a  problem,  is  dependent  largo ly  on  labour  ond  providing 
this  can  bo  mot,  no  trouble  should  bo  experienced  in 
effecting  a  clearance. 

During  the  twelve  months  tho  longstanding  nuisance  at  the 
Hadley  Disposal  Works  ,  a  nuisance  causod  by  faulty  land 
drainage,  has  boon  overcome.  In  remedying  this,  a 
mechanical  digger  wa3  employed  to  oxcavate  tho  land  drains; 
those  were  cloarod  and  repaired  and  some  300  tons  of 
clinkor  woro  usod  to  allow  for  more  officio  nt  percola  tion 
and  drainage.  This  work  was  carried  out  largo  ly  by  diroct 
labour . 

No  major  difficulties  woro  encountered  in  tho  control 
and  maintonanco  in  tho  romaindor  of  tho  disposal  plants 
of  tho  Authority. 

In  spito  of  tho  abnormal  times  and  conditions,  it  has 
boon  found  possible  in  a  few  instances  to  carry  out 
oxbonsions  and  improvements  -  those  in  tho  nature  of 
domestic  drainage  systems  and  conversions  of  lavatorios 
bo  tho  water  carriage  ays  tom.  With  the  advent  of  peace 
it  is  hoped  to  speed  up  this  work  in  tho  areas  whoro 
sewers  had  boon  provided  shortly  before  tho  outbreak  of 
War. 

The  introduction  of  tho  Rural  V/ at  or  Supplios  and  Soworago 
Act  during  tho  yoar  placod  on  the  Council  tho  responsibility 
of  oxtonding  water  supplios  and  sowago  facilities  within 
thoir  aroa.  As  local  authorities  had  boon  invited  to  submit 
schemes  sotting  out  thoir  futuro  roquiromont s ,  tho  Council 
ongagod  tho  sorvico  of  a  Consulting  Engineer  to  survey  and 
roport  on  the  wholo  of  tho  district  as  to  tho  noods  for 
furthor  water  and  sowago  facilities.  One  my  anticipate 
that  schomos  to  cover  tho  major  portion  of  tho  Council’s 
District  will  bo  submitted  to  tho  Ministry  of  Health  at 
an  oar ly  dato . 


SECTION  »p» . 

IlOUS  ING-  In  t  hG  courso  of  the  yoar,  tho  Hobhouso  Roport  on 

Rural  Housing  was  published  and  recommendations  woro  mado 
in  it  as  to  tho  plan  to  bo  followed  in  arriving  at  tho 
housing  requirements  of  tho  districts  concerned.  It  sooms 
that  If  reasonable  attention  Is  given  to  those  roc  ommendat ions 
no  difficulty  will  bo  mot  with  in  assessing  tho  noods  and 
in  placing  tho  houses  in  thoir  propor  catogorios.  Tho 
County  Authority,  to  givo  a  load,  will  arrango  mootings  of 
a  Technical  Committee  and  this  Body  will  pass  tho  results 
of  their  do liborati ons  to  a  County  Advisory  Coramittoo, 
mainly  composod  of  porsons  with  rural  inborosts.  That 
Commltboo,  in  turn,  will  probably  docido  that  the  local 
Rura  1  Author Itio s  shall  individually  bo  responsible  for 
their  housing  survoys,  and  so  tho  re  tho  matter  will  bo. 

It  is  hoped  bhat  this  work  will  bo  put  in  hand  in  this 
aroa  imrao d ia b o ly  to  po rmit  t ho  a s s o s srno nt  to  bo  mado 
In  the  yoar  spocifiod.  From  tho  rosults  obtainod,  and  in 
tho  expectation  that  tho  homos  in  tho  two  lowor  catogorios 
will  bo  rigorously  attacked,  it  is  anticipated  that  a 
considerable  raising  of  tho  standard  of  rural  housing 
will  bo  obtainod. 
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With  the  above  survey  constantly  in  mind  the  Local 
Authority  has  givon  much  of  its  time  to  the  planning 
for  peace  conditions  and  for  development.  Houses 
have  boen  the  first  consideration  but  with  those  arc 
associated  the  provision  of  main  services,  roads  and  social 
amcnitios.  Suitable  sites  have  been  inspected., 
particularly  in  the  more  rural  parts  and  in  many  instances 
secured,  and  it  would  appear  that  there  should  be  no 
annoying  delays  when  permission  has  boon  granted  to 
commence  building.  Above  it  has  been  said  that  water 
and  sewage  facilities  have  been  a  primary  consideration 
in  the  acceptance  of  t ho  suitability  of  sites  and  this 
should  be  a  great  factor  in  stabilising  the  comfort  of 
residents  in  the  more  remote  parts. 

Apart  from  those  projects,  it  is  satisfying  to  note  that 
the  third  lot  of  houses  at  the  now  Donnington  Estate 
havo  been  completed  and  that  the  Council  has  now  in  that 
area  844  very  recently  orocted  houses  of  modern  type, 
a  considerable  acquisition  in  that  industrial  part. 

In  addition,  the  four  agricultural  cottages,  allotted 
to  tho  authority  In  tho  general  country  scheme,  have  boon 
c  omplctod . 

On  the  existing  properties  little  has  changed.  No 
major  reconstructions  have  taken,  p la co  and  such  minor 
repairs  and  conversions  as  have  boon  carried  out  havo 
boon  such  as  wore  dicta  tod  by  necessity.  Labour  and 
material  in  short  supply,  and  still  boing  so,  wi  11 
preclude  tho  possibility  of  any  c  xto  nsivo  work  of  this 
nature  being  undertaken.  It  has,  however,  boon  the 
policy  of  this  Department  to  meet  complaints  of  house¬ 
holders  and  to  effect  a  romody  as  quickly  as  possible 
and  in  rotation. 

Condemnation  of  property  has  boon  in  aboyancc,  but  a 
number  of  homos  should  be  brought  Into  this  group  whon 
tho  general  survey  has  been  made,  overcrowded  homes 
havo  boon  reported  from  time  to  time  and  whon  those 
could  be  alleviated,  a  change  of  housing  conditions 
was  made;  this  typo  of  relief  was  limited. 

All  Council  property  is  controlled  for  ronts  and  repairs, 
through  tho  Housing  Manager's  Department.  So  far  domestic 
usage  and  economy  havo  rocoivod  little  attention.  A  step 
has  been  made  in  this  direction  by  tho  introduction  of 
additional  lady  members,  In  an  advisory  capacity,  to  the 
Housing  Committee.  Tho  sc  opo  of  their  work  has  been 
to  advise  and  suggost  on  tho  conveniences  and  economics 
in  thG  homes  about  to  bo  built.  It  would  scorn,  from 
experience  in  this  matter,  that  still  better  results 
could  be  obtained  by  offering  a  domestic  social  sorvicc 
to  all  householders  with  guidance  by  a  woman  well  versed 
In  this  subject,  and  readily  received  by  the  housewife. 

It  would  seem  to  tho  writer  that  this  service  to  the 
homos  is  very  necessary  and  despite  the  difficulties 
attendant  on  housing  in  rural  communities,  should  bo 
grave ly  c  onsiderod .

INSPECTION  and  SUPERVISION  of  FOOD 

While  in  tho  immediate  environs  of  Novtfport  the  district 
Is  served  with  moat  from  that  Abbatoir,  tho  groator  part 
of  the  area  is  dependent  on  supplies  from  Shrewsbury 
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This  sc  homo  has  workod  well,  any  nood  for  ro- 
oxanination  boing  undortakon  by  tho  Sanitary 
Do par two  nt .

Tho  Newport  Centro  has,  in  addition, 
been  availablo  to  other  Districts  of  North  East  Shropshire 
who,  in  turn,  havo  benefited  from  tho  sorvicos  off orod . 

In  tho  past  year,  it  has  been  noted  that,  generally,  there 
has  been  a  doc  line  in  tho  incidence  of  this  complaint.
